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ADMINISTRATION 

The  Vermont  State  ASC  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
ASCS  activities  assigned  to  them  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

These  programs  are  administered  in  Vermont  at  all  levels  in  the  organization 
by  ASC  farmer  committee  members.  Farmers  in  each  community  elect  annually 
from  their  number  a Community  Committee  of  three  to  carry  out  the  programs 
and  do  the  field  work  in  their  community.  Any  person  is  eligible  to  vote 
in  an  ASC  community  election  if  he  meets  any  of  the  following  requirements: 

A Is  of  legal  voting  age  and  has  an  interest  in  a farm  as  owner,  tenant 
or  sharecropper. 

B Is  not  of  legal  voting  age  but  supervises  and  conducts  the  farming 
operations  on  an  entire  farm. 

C Is  eligible  to  participate  in  any  ASCS  program  that  is  provided  for 
by  law  regardless  of  the  status  of  funding. 

No  person  shall  be  denied  the  right  to  vote  because  of  his  race, 
color,  religion  or  national  origin. 

The  Community  Committee  Members  also  serve  as  delegates  to  attend  a county 
convention  at  which  a County  Committee  of  three  is  elected.  The  County 
Agricultural  Agent  serves  as  ex  officio  member  of  the  County  Committee. 

The  County  Committee  administers  the  programs  at  the  county  level  within 
the  policies  and  guides  set  up  by  the  State  Committee.  Each  County  Committee 
employs  a full-time  County  Executive  Director  who  is  in  charge  of  the  day-to- 
day  operation  of  the  County  ASCS  Office. 

The  State  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  It  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  and  operation  of  all  applicable  programs 
in  the  state.  This  committee  determines  the  policies  and  makes  recommendations 
to  be  carried  out  by  a State  Executive  Director  who  is  the  administrative 
head  of  the  State  ASCS  Office. 

Supervision  of  our  county  offices  is  divided  between  two  District  Directors, 
George  T.  Hart,  District  1 and  Edson  E.  Gifford,  Jr.,  District  2.  Following 
is  the  District-County  relationship:

1977  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRAM  (ACP) 


k 


Administration 


The  1977  ACP  (Agricultural  Conservation  Program)  was  announced  by  Congress 
with  Vermont’s  allocation  of  $1,023,000. 

The  national  objective  of  the  program  is  to  cost  share  with  public  funds 
the  performance  of  enduring  soil  and  water  conservation  measures  on  farm- 
land that  the  farmer  would  not  perform  without  cost  sharing,  thus  assur- 
ing that  the  public  tax  dollar  is  buying  needed  conservation  beyond  that 
which  the  farmer  would  accomplish  with  his  otto  resources. 

Vermont’s  program  objective  in  addition  to  the  national  objective  is  to 
reduce  the  loss  and  waste  of  soil,  water,  woodland  and  wildlife  resources 
through  the  establishment  of  enduring  conservation  practices  and 
environmental  protection.  To  provide  for  the  increased  demand  for  food 
and  fiber  by  promoting  highest  potential  uroduction  through  the  appli- 
cation of  sound  conservation  practices  and  consider  wildlife,  open  space, 
and  outdoor  recreational  activities  in  approving  and  installing  practices, 
are  also  our  objectives . 

Long  Term  Agreements 

Long  Term  Agreements  (LTA’s)  were  first  offered  in  197**.  The  major  portion 
of  funding  the  contracts  was  from  the  1975  ACP  allocation.  The  period 
of  the  agreement  was  for  not  less  than  3 program  years  and  not  more  than 
10  program  years.  The  LTA  is  based  on  a conservation  plan  of  operation 
for  each  farm  which  has  been  approved  by  the  NRCD  (Natural  Resource 
Conservation  District)  serving  that  particular  county  in  which  the  farm 
is  located. 

We  initially  had  33  agreements  in  197**,  currently  only  about  26  remain. 

The  other  seven  have  completed  their  practices.

The  intent  of  the 
program  is  to  get  more  timber  produced  on  suitable  sites.

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EMERGENCY  ACTIVITIES 
1 Emergency  Feed  Program 

The  Food  and  Agricultural  Act  of  1977  authorized  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  implement  an  Emergency  Feed  Program.  The  Secretary 
has  developed  such  a program  and  has  authorized  State  and  County 
Committees  to  make  the  program  available  to  any  livestock  owner  who 
has  suffered  a substantial  loss  of  production  because  of  a ''natural 
disaster. " 

The  program  was  initiated  in  Vermont  on  October  1,  1977  with  13  of 
our  14  counties  participating. 

Livestock  owners  must  show  a loss  of  feed  production;,  due  to  natural 
disasters 5 of  40  percent  or  more  during  the  current  crop  year. 

If  an  applicant  is  found  eligible  he  will  receive  two  cents  a pound 
for  feed  grain  or  its  equivalent  purchased  above  normal  requirements  — 
up  to  50/?  of  the  cost  of  the  purchased  feed.

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3 Drought  and  Flood  Conservation  Program  (DFCP) 

The  "DFCP”  was  made  available  in  1977  in  Addison  and  Rutland  Counties. 
They  were  eligible  because  of  their  designation  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  "Drought  Impact  Counties.” 

The  program  offers  80#  cost  sharing  on  reseeding  fields  killed  out 
due  to  drought  and  80$  cost  sharing  on  developing  water  facilities 
to  better  distribute  grazing. 

Farmers  had  until  September  30,  1977  to  enroll  in  the  program. 

About  108  farmers  have  enrolled  in  the  urogram  in  Vermont  and  have 
been  approved  for  $103,026  in  cost  sharing. 

USD A EMERGENCY  BOARD 


The  State  Executive  Director  is  Chairperson  of  the  State  USDA  Emergency 
Board,  and  the  County  Executive  Directors  are  Chairpersons  of  County 
Emergency  Boards.  ASCS  State  and  County  offices  act  as  support  offices 
for  emergency  activities  of  the  department. 

In  addition  to  acting  as  chairpersons  and  support  offices  of  the  Boards, 
ASCS  has  the  responsibility  of  assisting  in  food  production  and  distribu- 
tion through  the  wholesale  level  in  case  of  national  emergency.  Much 
planning  ha,s  gone  into  this  work  in  order  that  we  may  be  prepared  in  any 
emergency.  We  are  working  closely  with  State  and  local  Civil  Defense 
officials  in  these  activities.  Community  Committee  members  can  help  by 
assisting  in  local  Civil  Defense  activities. 

WATER  BANK  PROGRAM 


This  program  is  designed  to  encourage  preservation  of  wetlands  and  the 
providing  of  needed  habitat  for  nesting  and  breeding  places  for  migratory 
waterfowl.  It  provides  for  a small  rental  payment  each  year  to  eligible 
farmers  for  setting  aside  "wetlands”  on  their  farms  for  waterfowl  use. 

The  contracts  run  for  ten  years  from  date  of  original  contract.

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1977  FEED  GRAIN  PROGRAM 


The  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Protection  Act  of  1973  is  applicable  to  the 
197^-77  feed  grain  crop  years.  The  Act  specifies  the  feed  grains  to  be 
corn 9 grain  sorghum  and,  if  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
barley.  The  1973  Act  established  a "target  price’’,  approach  for  the 
I97I1-77  feed  grain  crops,  with  deficiency  payments  and  made  provisions  for 
payments  if  producers  are  prevented  from  planting  any  portion  of  the 
farm  acreage  allotment  because  of  disaster  condition  or  if  there  is  crop 
loss  because  of  disaster  conditions.  The  program  is  voluntary.  It  is  the 
County  Committee’s  responsibility  to  review  these  allotments.  Following 
is  a summary  showing  feed  grain  allotments  and  disaster  payments  paid  to 
producers  during  1977. 

The  Food  and  Agriculture  Act  of  1977  was  retroactive  to  include  the  1977 
crop  year.  This  is  based  on  national  program  acreages  (NPA)  for  feed 
grain  determined  by  the  Secretary  under  provisions  of  the  1977  Act.

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PRICE  SUPPORT  PROGRAMS 


In  the  field  of  price  support,  the  Vermont  State  ASC  Committee  has  con- 
cerned itself  with  keeping  up  to  date  on  the  overall  activities  of  the 
various  price  support  programs  that  would  affect  the  state's  agriculture, 
such  as  those  for  dairy  products,  honey,  wheat,  feed  grains  and  the 
purche.se  and  loan  programs.  Information  on  these  programs  has  been 
passed  along  to  the  county  offices  and  farmers  have  been  kept  informed. 

WHEAT  PROGRAM 


The  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Protection  Act  of  1973  is  applicable  to 
the  1974-77  wheat  crop  years.  The  1973  Act  initiated  a "target  price” 
approach  for  the  1974-77  wheat  crops  with  deficiency  payments  as  re- 
quired, and  made  provision  for  payments  if  producers  are  prevented  from 
planting  any  portion  of  the  farm  acreage  allotment  because  of  disaster 
conditions,  or  if  there  is  crop  loss  because  of  disaster  conditions. 

The  national  1977  wheat  allotment  is  62.2  million  acres.  This  allotment 
represents  the  number  of  harvested  acres  of  wheat,  based  on  the  estimated 
national  yield,  to  produce  the  quantity  of  wheat  (less  imports)  that 
will  be  utilized  domestically  and  for  export  during  the  1976-77  market- 
ing year.  This  program  is  voluntary. 

In  Vermont  there  are  18  farms  with  wheat  allotments  - six  in  Addison 
county,  six  in  Chittenden  county  and  six  in  Grand  Isle  county.  Six 
wheat  farms  received  disaster  payments  in  1977. 

WOOL  PROGRAM 


We  administer  the  National  Wool  Incentive  Program  which  was  originally 
authorized  by  Congress  in  1954.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
assure  an  adequate  supply  of  domestically  grown  wool  in  this  country. 

A summary  of  the  1976  wool  program  for  Vermont  shows  that  l6  applications 
for  shorn  wool  were  received  from  sheep  producers.  Applications  for  pay- 
ment on  25,894  pounds  of  shorn  wool  resulted  in  payments  of  $1,278. 
Payments  of  $67.00  were  made  on  38,405  pounds  of  unshorn  lambs.  'The  pay- 
ment rate  is  set  each  year  and  is  dependent  upon  the  average  price 
received  by  all  wool  producers  in  the  United  States  who  apply  for  payment . 
The  rate  of  payment  is  applied  to  each  producer’s  net  proceeds  received 
for  wool.  This  results  in  the  producer's  attempting  to  get  the  best 
possible  price  for  his  product. 

The  national  support  rate  for  1976  was  12A  a wound. 

The  program  has  been  continued  by  Congress  through  1977.

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BEEKEEPERS  INDEMNITY  PROGRAM 


The  program  was  originally  authorized  hy  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1970  and  r.ras 
extended  through  September  1981  hy  the  Food  & Agricultural  Act  of  1977* 

A beekeeper  suffering  a loss  of  bees  through  no  fault  of  his  own  as  a 
result  of  the  use  of  pesticides  near  or  adjacent  to  where  his  beehives  are 
located  may  file  a claim  with  the  county  office. 

Committee  members  should  inform  beekeepers  to  file  promply  following  each 
loss.  For  current  losses,  the  owner  will  have  to  have  a signed  Apiary 
Inspection  Report  and  pesticide  certification  completed  by  an  authorized 
inspector. 

To  date,  we  have  had  25  claims  paid  with  payments  amounting  to  $11,378. 

20  of  these  applications  were  from  Addison,  2 from  Bennington,  1 from 
Rutland,  1 from  Washington,  and  1 from  Windham  County. 

INFORMATIONAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  Vermont  Extension  Service  to  edit 
and  arrange  for  final  release  to  state  and  county  newspapers  information 
concerning  ASCS  programs  in  Vermont  was  continued.  This  method  is  very 
satisfactory.  The  Vermont  Extension  Service  and  Information  Staff  is 
always  cooperative  in  this  respect. 

Radio  tapes  were  made  during  the  year  using  Extension  Service  facilities 
and  these  were  released  to  radio  stations  throughout  Vermont.  In  addition, 
several  radio  programs  were  arranged  for  at  the  county  level  and  were 
participated  in  by  State  office  personnel  and  local  ASCS  people. 

The  State  monthly  newsletter  (green  sheet)  distributed  to  County  and  Community 
Committee  Members  and  cooperating  agencies  was  continued  in  1977.  These 
letters  are  a method  of  pointing  out  the  highlights  of  ASCS  programs  in 
Vermont.  During  1977  the  State  office  published  11  newsletters  and  the 
county  offices  11 4. 

At  the  beginning  of  programs,  and  on  other  occasions  as  needed,  suggested 
county  news  releases  were  provided  to  county  offices.  These  were  adapted 
locally  and  released  for  publication  through  the  County  Extension  Office. 

In  addition,  timely  ASCS  news  and  announcements  were  disseminated  locally 
through  the  County  Agent,  either  in  his  radio  program,  newsletter,  or  column 
in  the  newspaper. 

Washington  continued  to  supply  Vermont  radio  stations  with  weekly  tapes. 

These  tapes  deal  with  ASCS  current  developments  relative  to  agriculture 
in  this  part  of  the  United  States.  The  3 to  5 minute  narrations  do  a good 
job  in  helping  to  keep  our  agricultural  community  informed.
